a certain wave length. This radia­ 
tion, in turn, excites the phosphor 
coating on the Inside of the lamp.

twice as he answered four parts 
of question in short order: 2537 
Angstrom as the 
name of the 
wave length: mercury as the va­ 
por; argon as the other principal 
gas; and ultraviolet as the type 
of radiation. 
He swept through the fifth part 
of the question by explaining that 
a 60-watt incadescent lamp gives 
only as much light as a 20-watt 
fluorescent lamp because the con­ 
ventional lamp expends most of 
its energy in heat, not light.

Arthur W. Radford as chair­ 
man on Aug. 15. 
Radford will step | 
down after serving two two-year 
term s—the longest tenure which 
the law allows. 
Eisenhower 
also 
nominated — 
subject to Senate confirmation—a 
new Air Force chief of staff, a 
new deputy secretary of defense 
and a new secretary of the Air 
Force. 
Sweeping 
These changes were the most 
sweeping in the Pentagon since 
Eisenhower replaced in 1953 tile 
Joint Chiefs appointed by former 
President Truman. 
Donald A. Quarles, now secre­ 
tary of the Air Force, was named 
to be deputy secretary of defense, 
the No. 2 position in the defense 
establishment now held by Reuben 
Robertson.

Local members of the American As­ 
sociation of In i versify Professors are 
sponsoring a panel discussion in an 
attempt lo evaluate the impact of the 
college on our locality. 
Topics to I** considered include the ef­ 
fect of college payrolls on the economic 
stability of the area; the quantity of 
teachers and the quality of teachers, and 
college activities which broaden the stu­ 
dent’s horizons and which are not formal­ 
ly included in his curriculum. 
The average citizen with no connection 
witli the college is apt to overlook all 
the good exerted in this community by the 
institution. 
Although we cannot lose sight of t Ii e 
money spent here by the 1,000 or more 
STL students and the hundreds who are 
employed bv the college in faculty or other 
positions, the institution’s value cannot be 
measured alone by its economic impact. 
KSSTC’s contributions are manifold. 
The college, for example, works closely 
with the schools of this and surround­ 
ing counties* in raising their educa­ 
tional standards and in supplying stu­ 
dent teachers at a time when the 
schools are harassed by a shortage of 
qualified instructors. 
Persons affiliated with the college are 
among the community’s most substantial 
citizens. 
They are home-owners and sup­ 
porters of our churches, our public insti­ 
tutions and organizations. They are active 
in 
countless civic, welfare and service 
bodies. 
Furthermore, these people by their very 
educational Iwwkground and training raise 
the cultural level of the area above Hie 
point not easily attainable without their 
presence. 
The various extra-curricular activities 
either sponsored by the college or its stu­ 
dents and professors give a highly desired 
lift to our community life in such fields as 
8)>orts, music, public speaking and enter­ 
tainment. 
One fact we hear little of—and it is of 
major importance—is the opportunity to 
obtain a college education at a very nomin­ 
al cost which is afforded the young people 
known as “day students.” 
By living here 


and thus escaping the added eX|M*nse of 
living away from home, these local stu­ 
dents can get an ed neat ion that costs only 
a fraction of the amount that would lie 
silent if the college were located elsewhere. 
And so it goes. There are other advan­ 
tages, of course, but enough have been 
mentioned to illustrate the great role Fast 
Stroudsburg State Teachers College plays 
in our community. 
It is to the credit of Dr. I>elloy J. Koeh­ 
ler, president of E.S»ST( . that he lias set 
his sights on fostering a closer bond be­ 
tween the college and the entire commu­ 
nity it serves. lf any complacency tow art! 
the college exists within the community 
itself, now is the time to shake off these 
.shackles and join with the college admin­ 
istrators in fashioning a closer Isind that 
will point the way to an even bigger and 
lietter college.

WASHINGTON - The federal 
government is about set to start 
selling flood im uranee. The Fed­ 
eral Flood 
Indemnity Adminis­ 
tration treat "d bv Congress last 
year has just al>out completed 
working out d< tails of the plan 
and first contracts are expected 
to iv* ready for sale by April or 
May. 
F ran k MeLstrell, Federal Flood 
Indem nity administrator, has ask­ 
ed Congress for $100 million to 
finance lh*? first contracts. 
Under the program, contracts 
will be sold by private fire in­ 
surance and casualty companies, 
through local agents, acting as 
agents of the 
FFIA. 
Damage 
claims also will be handled by 
the private companies. 
Coverage of up to $10,000 on 
homes and $250,000 on publicly 
owned and commercial property 
will be offered. 
Rates probably 
will not be announced until the 
first contracts are sold but they 
undoubtedly will vary according 
to the flood history of various re ­ 
gion'. 
Th* venture admittedly Is an 
experiment.

26,199 Trout 
To Be Stocked 
By April 15 


A TOTAL of 26,199 hatchery- 
reatcd trout arf* expected to be 
•‘planted'' in 120 miles of Monroe 
O tunty streams W o re the season 
opens on April 15, it was announc­ 
ed last night by Fish Warden Floyd 
Bachman. 
Bachman reported that he began 
the pre-season stocking program 
in Monroe County on March 8. 
His investigation of food and 
covering conditions indicate that 
ail but Brodhead* 
and 
Pocono 
creeks are in 
“A-l 
condition”. 
However, he noted that the water 
level in most Monroe streams is 
a little lower this year, 
In addition to the regular stock­ 
ing program, Bachman said, a to­ 
tal 240 cans of fingerlings will be 
"planted” by the end of the week. 


Organizations 
The fish warden said the Pocono 
Mountains S|*>rtsmen’s Club, the 
Indian Mountain Hod 
and 
Gun 
Club, and the Kunkietown Club 
will each receive SO cans of finger­ 
lings. 
Kach can averages about 
452 fish. 
He ako reported that some 300 
rainbows and an equal number of 
brook trout will be '‘planted" in 
Deep Lake at Big Pocono later 
this week. 
Stocking of Monroe streams will 
continue as the season progresses, 
he said. However, he was unable 
to disclose at this time the to­ 
tal number of trout allocated for 
the area this year. 
Meanwhile, Hatcheries Superin­ 
tendent Dewey Sorenson announc­ 
ed that every stream and lake in 
Pennsylvania approved for trout 
plantings will receive at least a 
portion of their total allotments 
by April 25. 
_ 
'This has become possible be­ 
cause an excellent job of main- 
tainance on our delivery trucks, 
despite their age and high mileage, 
has enabled us to take complete 
advantage of the favorable weath­ 
e r since March I. when the stock­ 
ing program got underway,” he 
said. 
Earlier, it was feared that some 
of the state’s waters might not 
be stocked prior to the opening 
day, due to the later-than-usual 
start of the distribution program. 
In 1956, the first truck rolled out 
of the hatcheries on Feb. 3. with 
the scheduled 
pre-season 
plant­ 
ings completed just prior to the 
opening day. The so-called mid­ 
season program was completed in 
mid-June. 
This year, Sorenson said, the 
program 
will 
continue without 
pause and is scheduled for comple­ 
tion by June 30. 


Closer 
The hatcheries head said the 
commission is later starting its 
planting 
program 
this 
year to 
bring the stocking "closer to the 
creel." 
“The Fish Commission feels that 
by lessening the 
time 
between 
planting and the open season, a 
greater number of these hatchery 
reared trout will survive the rig­ 
ors of early season stream condi­ 
tions and be available to fisher­ 
men,” Sorenson explained. 
William Voigt Jr., commission 
executive director, reported that 
4,453 miles of stream will be stock­ 
ed with state reared trout this 
season. Fifty-one lakes, comprising 
8,434 acres, will also be stocked. 
Voigt also disclosed that the to­ 
tal mileage 
of 
approved 
trout 
stream s will change constantly as 
the m anagers proceed with their 
studies in their respective regions.
